At laft, be- 
ing dilcover’d, as going to France, he was feized 
at Gravefend, and coming up made his Efcape 
from the Meffenger, on which hangs a Story fit 
to be enquir’d into by thoft that have Power fo 
todo. After this, by the Favourable’ Influence 
of fome-Body, he went to St. Germaius, but pro- 
ving more ufeful to that Court bere, they fent 
him back again, and Pay him for Writing for 
their Damn’d Right. | : 
This has been, and is, the Employment of this 
Mifcreant. Every thing that may be for the 
Intereft of the Queen and Realm, he either Ban- 
ters or Oppofes; and particularly the Scots, and 
the Government of their Kingdom, being, by his 
Supportors, without doubt, ordered to do all 
things that may Obftrucé an Union betwixt the 
two Kingdoms, {o nec for the good of both. 
You fee he has here Publifhed the Scots Bani-

If Mr. Rebearfal was in Scotland ‘he muft 
change his ote or change his Country, For tho’ 
we need a firmer Union betwixt the Kingdoms 
for the good of Pofterity, yet we are now firml 
United in Defence of our Qncen and both the 
Realms,and Mr: Rebearfal muit not take that Li- 
berty with his-Pen there as here.

I fhall fpeak as full to this Point, and in as few Words 
a¢ may be, by confidering how the Scots came to havt fo 
little Trade, and how the Eng/if fo much. 

At firit fight the Lofs of one and the Advantage of the 
other, appears fo proceed from the Procuremerits of the 
Enz life in Laws Exclufive of the Scots. Itmuft carty my 
Cup even, I am a Native of England, and yet mutt a'low 
Common Fuftice to my Neighbours; elpecially to thofe who 

‘gre Fellow Subjedts, and under tt: fame Obligations for the 
Publick Satety ; and therefore I'M accufe beth Nations in 
Refpedt to the Cavils about Trade. . 

The Scots complain of want of Trade, when the Trading 
Cath of their whole Kingdom will aot fupply the demand 
of their Fishery, if it were rightly managed; But, fay the 
Scots, Why fhould we be conjined to out Fifbery? Has net 
Nature allowed all Men a Mare Liberum in Maritime Do- 
minions? Are not we the Subjeits of the King of England, 
and deferve ottr Share of Royal Favour? We Maintain and 
Support the Honour and high Dignity of the Crown. in our 
own Territories; our Queen is Queen of Scots, as well as 

ueen of Englifhmen. : 

No, fay the Englifo, you fhall have a Mare Claufum, a 
Reftriion on fome part of Trade, which we, by our own 
nduftry and Application, by our own Meney and Traffick, 

ve acquir’d to our felves. Yours is the Antient King- 
dom, but ours is the moft Wealthy and Powerful; and 

fince the Acceffion of your Kings to the Crown. of Eng- 
land, they have thought fit to refide with us. You have 
the fame Trade now as you had before the Union of the 
Crowns, and why fhould you expeét to Enrich your felves 
upon our Emprovements? Find out new Trades, new Co- 
fonels for yout felves, fecure your Acquifitions of Trade 
with Caftles and Fortreffes as-we have done, we'll not in- 


terrupt your Traffick, #t you don’t ours. Cavils like thefe, 


have Conftituted the difference betwixt the Englif and 
the Scots. "

chiefly relates to Incor; orated Companies of Traders. The 
Scots eee come — on Companies, or have 
Companies of their own. It ever-wa Orinton, 
all thefe Com ies are deftructi of Trade, that every 
Native has fame Right t> Trade; but let that pafs.
